Nobwerin ds A& represeniative” in  congresa
from Utah than Eugence Young, Brigham
Young's grandsofi, & young man of 256, now
vonnectid with one of the New York news-
papora Eugens Young's father wnas the
gront Mortmon leader's first born, Joseph A.
Yourig. He marrled an English girl named
Htenhouse, daughter of T. B. H. Stenhouse,
He sstablished in 'tab the first néwepapar
devoted to Mormon doctrines ever published
and for years was thoroughly in harmony
with the church,

But nbout 1870, In spite of his close re.
Iations with the Mortmon leaders, Mr. Sten-
house hecatne dlssatisfied with the Latier
Day cohurch and when the famous rovolt
of the llheral Mormons, known as the God-
belte movement, took form he joined the
(iodbeltes heart and soul, becoming, in fact,
thelr chief leadoer.

The importance of that movement ecan
hardly be overestimated. Though not much
understood outslde Utah, it Is thers recog-
nized ar marking san epoch in the anoals
of Mormonism.

In 1876 Joseph A. Young died and soon
afterword his wife withdrew altogether
from the Mormon ochurch, though continus
Ing to resile in Utah, Eugene was brought
up among the Morenons, however, and,
hnving spent most of hin Hfe in Utah, prob-
ably understunds the current situation ae
thoroughly as any man living not actually
i moember of the Latter Day church—bets
ter, Indeed, than many a Mormon.

Af i boy he attended the publie schools
of the territory amd the school maintained
by the Congregational missslon at Richfield,
after which he sjent a year In the Utah
university ut Salt Lake Clty, After that he
entered the ofMice of the internnl revenue
collector, which he left to joln a rallroad
wurveying party. Sulll later he rode for
some months in the employ of a pony ox=
pross company. Then, for a while, he was
a cowhoy In Arizonn. None of these ocou-
pations suiting him he studied law. The
legnl profession alsn falled (o satisfy and
then he jolned the staff of the Salt Lake
Herald,

Bringing About Statehond,

Notwithstanding his antecedents Bugene
Young was not especially interested In Mor-
monlsam, pro or con, until he took up news-
paper work. His firet regular assignment
was the reporting of the Sunday afternoon
sermons In the taberpacle. Later he wag de-
tailed to report the legislative proceedings
und served his paper In that way just when
the present political lines In Utah wers
forming.

The Mormon, as well as the non-Mor-
mon, voters in Utah are now divided be-
tween the democratic and the republican
parties, at least nominally, but untll 18491
the two greal parties of the country had
little or vo representation there. Prior to
that time the Mormons formed what wase
known as the people's party, thelr candl-
dates and the measures they advocated he-
ing all in favor of the church, while the
Gentlles formed the liberal party, its can-
didntes belvg opposed to Mormonism.

It was while he was reporting the legis-
Inture that Jerritorial lawe were pngssed
prohibiting polygamy. Thelr passage and
the general apparent tone of the legislative
proceedings at that time convinced Mr.
Young of the sincerity of the movement
to do away with plural marriage.

His convictlon upon this point was so
pronounced, in fact, that when, In 1804, he
was offered and accepted the place of secre-
tary to Joseph L. Rawlins, terrlitorial dele-
gate to congress, he did not hesliate, when-

ever called upon to give personal assurances |
that statehood ought to be conferred upon |
the territory. His presont
gentiment |8 Intensified by the fact that he |
expressed to congressmen and others his |
gincere bellef that polygamy would be glven |
up for good and all,

Such assurances from eo YyOoung a man
might not be considered of much Importance
in ordinary clrcumstances, but coming from
& grandson of Brigham Young, who had |
pever been a Mormon, and whose mother
had renounced the Latter Day church, they
had weight. Al any rate, as evoryone knows,
the statehood bill became a Inw while Raw-
lins was a delegate, on the sole condition
thint plural marringe should be done away
with, but with the (mplied condition that
there should be no more unifen of church
and state.

Prior to all this, in 1801, just before the
dedication of the new Mormon temple, Mr.
Young was one of a party invited to in-
spoct Ite mysterles, generally kept hidden
{from the eyes of all save Mormons, and
with the vonsent of the Mormon authoritica
he described Its furnighings, ite symbolleal
palntings and the samewhnt theatricen] cere-
monjes of the Mormon chureh in articles
contributed to two or three eastern period-
fealn. In these and other articles, ns in hia
Washington work, he gave personnl assur-
ances that the Mormons were porfectly sins
cora In thelr professions, These artlcles, by
the way, were his first contributions to the
outslde press upon the subject of Mormon-
{sm and the Mormon church,

A Few Words Abont Robherts,

Eugene Young's personal knowledge of
Nrigham H. Roberts began soon after the
conferring of stalehood upon Utal, Mr.
Noberts was a delegate to the constitutional
eenvention which was to frame the new
elate’'s organle law, ome clause of which
prohibits polygamy. Roberis wias 8 big fig-
ure in the conventlon and his opposition
to the clanse grapting sufirage to women
wis noleworthy Young returned from
Washlugton and reported the proceedings.

Before the convention adjourned Roberts
and Young fiad become close friends and
fmmoediately thereafter the latter presssed
hard in print and otherwise for the nomina-
tlon of Roberts to ¢congresa on the demo-
cratle ticket, Those most famillar with the
slituntion say that without Young's help as
» polltical writer for the democratic press
Roborts might not have heen nomionted:
with It he secured the nomination easily

But that year was not & lucky one for
Roherta and this fact makes favorably for
the bellef that he was then slncere In his
proteetations agalnst dowination of the
church In politick, As It appeared later he
had sought and aceeptod the nomination
without consuliing the church authorities
and they spesdlly mapifested their diss
pleasure by decreping his defeat, first, how-
ever, asking him to withdraw from the can-

It should be understood that the Mormon
authorities deny using thelr |nfluence In
thls way.

It i» held by Mr. Young and those who
agree with him that Roberts |ls at heart a

glncere man, with correct intentlons and of |

an unusually religlous temperament, Had
it been possible for him to do 8o, they say,
he would probably have quitted Utah fm-
medlately after his first defeat. But this
would bave meant ruin to him as well as
the severing of all his family tlea. Although
he is in receipt of n good income, he (s by
no means rich. His income even Iz de-
pendent wholly upon the good will of the
chulreh, being derlved almost altogether
from the sale of various Mormon texthooks,
manuale, ete., from hls pen. Continded re-
bhelllon against the church on his part would
have brought about the total disuse of all
his printed works. In a recenl conversa-
tion with the writer. Mr., Young explained
that his oppositior to the seating of Mr
Roberts and to the present program of the
Mormon church is not based upon grounds
quite slmllar to those advanced generally
by the antl-Roberte crusaders. They hold
